Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-14, 16-18, 21, 25, 29, 33, and 35-46 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Amendment and arguments filed on 6/19/08 are persuasive to overcome the prior art 
rejections. Specifically, arguments are persuasive in identifying that Uchida and Nakamura fail 
to disclose or suggest the proposed alignment between the extraordinary refractive index of the 
liquid crystal cell and the polarizing plate combined with the retardation characteristics of the 
retardation films (Remarks Pages 1 8-20). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
